European Mail Summaryi- 
From India we learn that an oarth ■ 
qnako ocoarred at Assam, causing 
great destruction of life and property. 
These " shakedowns " are not confined 
to the Faoifio coast. A severe drought 
has been ozperienoed in central India, 
tbreatening the entire destruction ol 
the crops ; but late advioes inform us 
that rain had sot in and (here was Bomo 
piobability of saving some of the veg'- 
otation. Thirty thousand head of cat- 
tlo died in the vicinity of Delhi for 
want of fodder. The Now Zealand 
massacre was bad enough, but lortun« 
atoly not so bad as reporteil. There 
were (ifty-tivo individuals in all killed 
or sovoroly wounded — 35 ]<jni:;li8h and 
20 friendly iMuories. It wan a corn- 
ploto surprise as. bud lliuro boon any 
intimation of the attack; Ibo si'.vages 
would have been repulsed. Severe 
retribution has been vi-iiod u])on them 
since. Two or throe Hevoro delouls 
havo boon infliolod, their loes being 
very heavy in each instance. The 
Fronoh Communists have lately been 
using tho freedom accorded to tbom 
by the French Government very in- 
judioioaslyj they have been bar- 
angniog the populace in tho wildest 
and most seditious language. All 
their outrageous views on the Doily, 
domestic virtue and the division of 
property, wore canvassed with the 
same license as in 'S9. However dis- 
inclined to interfere with tbom, tho 
Government bas been compelled to

wocy. These dangerous Janatics in 
BODseless excess bavo farnished tboir 
own antidote, as tho woll>'moaning cilt 
izons aro naturally siding with tho 
government.

puting tho prey. Prussia has played 
rather a wily move in asserting tho 
necessity for the indopendonce of IjcU 
gium and tho readinoss of the whole | 
of Germany to go to the rosouo in the j 
event of any foreign power attacking j 
that little Kingdom, any foreign power I 
of course meaning France. By this 
piece of diplomacy England would be 
of course forced upon the Gorman side 
of a quarrel if France moved towards 
the Bbine. A class of ultra liberals 
has sprung up in Eagland of lat ) 
years, who in their efforts for new 
ideas to keep up thoir popularity wiil< 
tbe mob, have como to tho conclusion 
that the best thing for England to do 
would be to give up all bor Colonies 
and fortresses, under the impression 
that in this way a great savini; in the na- 
tional expenditure would hi! iic'iieveil. A 
greater fallacy could not be entertained. 
Amongst the other orotoliois of tlio 
party is tlio projec. of givini; up Gib- 
riiker to Spain, about tho bu.si way of 
clipping off .1 oil n 1 Sail's lock ul t-treiii)t!i, 
because with ironclad fie'it-i, necessi- 
tating convonionl coaling stations, the 
abandonment of tho famous rock 
would be equivalent to reducing Eng- 
land's power on the ocean very con- 
eiderably. Tho state of Spain, js 
much better than might have bocn ex- 
pected, considering the bonds in which 
the people have boon held so long, and 
the usual recklessness that accompanies 
sudden eDfranchisomont after long 
suffering from ornol oppression. Tho 
Spaniards, when quiescent, are a very 
nice people ; but when thoy mako up 
their mindn that, they ought to kill 
anybody they do it; witness the mur- 
der of tlie Governor uf I5urg0h<. In 
Bpilo of tliO most determined ell'orts on 
the part of the i'l-ovisioiial (luvern- 
ment, no uluo hiis been found to iho 
porpotiators of the cowardly decMl.
